(6) When the injury was caused by the personal ne- 
gligence or wilful act of the employer or of some 
person for whose act or default the employer is 
responsible, nothing in this Act -shall affeet any 
civil liability of the employer, but in that case 
the workman may, at his option, either claim 
compensation under this Act or take proceedings 
independently of this Act, but the employer 
shall not be lable to pay coinpensation for in- 
jury to a workman by accident arising out of 
and in the course of the employment both inde- 
pendently of and also under this Act, and shall 
not be liable to any proceedings independently 
of this Act, except in case of such personal ne- 
gligence or wilful act as aforesaid. 


(c) If it is proved that the injury to a workman is attri- 
butable to the serious or wilful misconduct of 
that workman any compensation claimed in re- 
spect of that injury shall be disallowed, 


(3) If within the time hereinafter in this Act limited for 
taking proceedings an action is brought to recover damages 
independently of this Act for injury caused by any accident,

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and it is determined in such action that the injury is one 
for which the employer is not liable in such action, but that 
he would have been liable to pay compensation under the 
provisions of this Act, the action shall be dismissed ; but the 
Court in which the action is tried shall, if the plaintiff so 
choose, proceed to assess such compensation, but may deduct 
from such compensation all or part of the costs which, in its 
judgment, have been caused by the plaintiff bringing the 
action instead of proceeding under this Act. In any pro- 
ceeding under this sub-section when the Court assesses the 
compensation it shall give a judgment for the amount of the 
compensation it has assessed less the amount of such cdeduc- 
tion for costs. 


(4) All proceedings for the recovery under this Act of 
compensation for any injury shall be taken by action in the 
Supreme Court. 


(0) Nothing in this Act shall affect any proceedings for a 
fine under the enactments relating to mines, factories or 
workshops, or the application of any such fine. 


2. Proceedings for the recovery under this Act of com- 
pensation for any injury shall not be maintainable unless 
notice of the accident has been given as soon as practicable 
after the happening thereof and before the workman has 
voluntarily left the employment in which he was injured, 
and unless the claim for compensation with respect to such 
accident has been made within six months from the occur- 
rence of the accident causing the injury, or, in the case of 
death, within six months from the time of death and within 
two years from the date of the accident. 


Provided always that— 


(a2) The want of notice or any defect in or inaccuracy 
in such notice shall not be a bar to the mainte- 
nance of such proceedings if it is found in the 
proceedings for settling the claim that the em- 
ployer is not, or would not, if a notice or an 
amended notice were then given and the hearing 
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postponed, be prejudiced in his defence by the 
want, defect, or inaccuracy, or that such want, 
defect or inaccuracy was occasioned by mistake, 
absence from the Colony, or other reasonable 
cause; and 


(6) The failure to make a claim within the period 
above specified shall not be a bar to the mainte- 
nance of such proceedings if it is found that the 
failure was occasioned by mistake, absence from 
the Colony, or other reasonable cause. 


(2) Notice in respect of any injury under this Act shall 
give the name and address of the person injured, and shall 
state in ordinary language the cause of the injury and the 
date at which the accident happened, and shall be served on 
the employer, or, jf there is more than one employer, upon 
one of such employers. 


(3) The notice may be served by delivering the same at, 
or sending it by post in a registered letter addressed to the 
residence or place of business of the person on whom it is 
to be served. 


(4) When the employer is a body of persons, corporate or 
unincorporate, the notice may also be served by delivering 
the same at, or by sending it by post ina registered letter 
addressed to the employer at the office, or, if there be more 
than one office, at any one of the offices of such body. 


3. (1) If the Government engineer, after taking steps to 
ascertain the views of the employer and workmen, certifies 
that any scheme of compensation, benefit or insurance for 
the workmen of an employer in any employment, whether 
or not such scheme includes other employers and their work- 
men, provides scales of compensation not less favorable to 
the workmen and their dependents than the correspond- 
ing scales contained in this Act, and that, where the scheme 
provides for contributions by the workmen, the scheme con- 
fers benefits at least equivalent in those contributions, in 


addition to the benetits to which workmen would have been

(2) The Government engineer may give a certificate, to 
expire at the end of a limited period of not less than five 
years, and may from time to time renew, with or without 
modifications, such a certificate to expire at the end of the 
period for which it is renewed. 


(3) No scheme shall be so certified which contains an 
obligation upon the workmen to join the scheme as a con- 
dition of their hiring, or which does not contain provisions 
enabling a workman to withdraw from the scheme. 


(4) If complaint is made to the Government engineer by 
or on behalf of the workmen of any employer that the bene- 
fits conferred by any scheme no longer conform to the con- 
ditions stated in sub-section 1 of this section, or that the 
provisions of such scheme are being violated, or that the 
scheme is not being fairly amdinistered, or that satisfactory 
reasons exist for revoking the certificate, the engineer shall 
examine into the complaint, and if satisfied that good cause 
exists for such complaint, shall, unless the cause of com- 
plaint is removed, revoke the certificate. 


(5) When a certificate is revoked or expires, any moneys 
or securities held for the purpose of the scheme shall, after 
provision has been made to discharge the liabilities already 
accrued, be distributed as may be arranged between the em- 
ployer and workmen, or as may be determined by the Gov- 
ernment engineer in the event of a difference of opinion.

(6) Whenever a scheme has been certified as aforesaid, it 
shall be the duty of the employer to answer all such enqui- 
ries and to furnish all such accounts in regard to the scheme 
as may be made or required by the Government engineer. 


(7) The Government engineer shall make regulations for 
the purpose of carrying this section into effect. 


4. (1) Where in any employment to which this Act ap- 
plies, any person (in this section referred to as the principal), 
in the course of, or for the purpose of his trade or business, 
contracts with any other person (in this section referred to 
as the contractor), for the execution by or under the con- 
tractor of the whole or any part of the work undertaken by 
the principal, the principal shall be hable to pay to any 
workman employed in the execution of the work, any com- 
pensation under this Act which he would have been hable 
to pay, if that workman had been immediately employed by 
him; and where compensation is claimed from or proceed- 
ings are taken against the principal then, in the application 
of this Act, references to the principal shall be substituted 
for references to the employer except that the amount of 
compensation shall be calculated with reference to the earn- 
ings of the workman under the employer by whom he is 
immediately employed. 


(2) Where the principal is liable to pay compensation 
under this section, he shall be entitled to be indemnified by 
any person who would have been hable to pay compensation 
to the workman independently of this section. 


(3) Nothing in this section shall be construed as prevent- 
ing a workman recovering compensation under this Act from 
the contractor instead of the principal. 


(4) This section shall not apply to any case where the 
accident occurred elsewhere than on, or in, or about the pre- 
mises on which the principal has undertaken to execute the 
work or which are otherwise under his control or manage- 
ment.

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5 (1) Where any employer has entered into a contract 
with any insurers in respect of any liability under this Act 
to any workman, then in the event of the employer becom- 
ing insolvent, or making an arrangement or composition with 
his creditors, or if the employer is a company, in the event 
of the company having commenced to be wound up, the 
rights of the employer against the insurers as respects that 
liability shall, notwithstanding anything in the enactments 
relating to insolvency and the winding-up of companies, be 
transferred to and vest in the workman, and upon any such 
transfer the insurers shall have the same rights and reine- 
dies and be subject to the same liabilities as if they were the 
employer ; so, however, that the insurers shall not be under 
any greater lability to the workman than they would have 
been under to the employer. 


(2) If the liability of the insurers to the workman is less 
than the hability of the employer to the workman, the work- 
inan may prove for the balance in the insolvency or liqui- 
dation. 


(3) There shall be included among the debts which under 
section 249 of the Judicature Act, 1904, are in the distri- 
bution of the property of an insolvent and in the distribution 
of the assets of the company being wound up, to be paid in 
priority to all other debts, the amount, not exceeding in any 
individual case five hundred dollars, due in respect of any 
compensation, the lability whereof acerued before the date 
of the filing of the petition in insolvency, or the date of the 
commencement of the winding-up, and the Acts relating 
thereto shall have effect accordingly. Where the compen- 
sation is a weekly payment, the amount due in respect 
thereof shall, for the purposes of this provision, be the 
amount of the lamp sum as the Court or Judge may, on the 
application of either party, settle for the redemption of such 
weekly payment 


(4) The provisions of this section with respect to prefer- 
ences and prioritics shall not apply where the insolvent or 
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the company has entered into such a contract wich insurers 
as aforesaid. 


(5) This section shall not apply where a company is wound 
up voluntarily for the purposes of reconstruction or of amal- 
gamation with another company.

(1) The workman may take proceedings both against that 
person to recover damages and against any person liable to

(2) If the workman has recovered compensation under 
this Act, the person by whom the compensation was paid, 
and any person who has been called upon to pay an indem- 
nity under the section of this Act relating to sub-contract- 
ing shall be entitled to be indemnitied by the person so 
liable to pay damages as aforesaid.

Railway includes every station, siding, wharf, or dock, 
of or belonging to such railway; and also a street 
railway. 


Factory includes any premises, building, workshop, 
structure, room or place wherein or within tne close, 
curtilage or precincts of which steam, water, or other 
mechanical power is used to move or work any ma- 
chinery employed in preparing, manufacturing, alter- 
ing, finishing, or adapting for sale, or in any process 
incident to the preparing, manufacturing, altering, 
finishing or adapting for sale of any article, sub- 
stance, material, fabric or compound, or is used in 
aid of the manufacturing process carried on there, 
and shall include every dock, wharf, quay and 
warehcuse, and any place or .premises used in the 
process of loading or unloading, or coaling any ships 
in any dock, harbor or canal, and also every laun- 
dry worked by steam, water or other mechanical 
power, also a dry dock. 


A place or premises shall not be excluded from the 
definition of a factory by reason only that the place 
or premises is or are in the open air. 
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Mine means a mine to which the Mines Regulation Interpretation. 
Act, 1906, applies. 


Quarry means every place (not being a mine) in 
which persons work in getting slate, stone, or other 
minerals, and any part of which is more than 
than twenty feet deep. 


Engineering work means any work of construction 
or alteration or repair of a railroad, harbor, dock, 
dam, canal or sewer, and includes any other work 
for the construction, alteration or repair of which 
machinery driven by steam, water or other mechan- 
ical power is used. 


Undertaker in the case of a railway means any rail- 
way company and any person or body corporate 
having the maintenance, operation or control of 
any railway, and any person or body corporate 
owning, using or operating a railway for its own 
business ; in the case of a factory means the person 
or body corporate in actual possession of the pre- 
mises and has control of the business there carried 
on; in the case of a mine or quarry means the 
owner within the meaning of the Mines Regulation 
Act, 1906; and in the case of an engineering work 
means the person or body corporate undertaking 
the construction, alteration or repair; and in the 
case of a building means the person undertaking 
the construction, repair or demolition. 


Employer includes any body of persons, corporate or 
unincorporate, and the legal personal representa- 
tives of a deceased employer. 


Workman nieans every person who is engaged in an 
employment to which this Act applies, whether by 
way of manual labor or otherwise, and whether 
his agreement is one of service or apprenticeship 
or otherwise and is expressed or implied, is oral or 
in writing. Any reference to 2 workman who has 
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been injured shall, where the workman is dead, in- 
clude a reference to his legal personal representa- 
tive or to his dependents or other person to whom 
compensation is payable. 


Dependents means such members of the workman’s 
family as were wholly or in any part dependant 
upon the earnings of the workinan at the time of 
his death, or would, but for the incapacity due to 
the accident, have been so dependent. 


Member of a family means wife or husband, father, 
mother, grand-mother, grand-father, step-father, 
step-mother, son, daughter, grand-son, grand-daugh- 
ter, step-son, step-daughter, brother, sister, half- 
brother, half-sister. |

1, That in order to aid in acquiring and diffusing amongst 
the people of Newfoundland useful and practical information 
on subjects connected with agriculture, and to promote scien- 
tific investigation and experiment respecting the principles 
and application of agricultural science, there shall be estab- 
lished, under the direction of the Minister of Agriculture 
and Mines, a department to be known and designated as an 
“ Agricultural Experimental Station and Model Farm.”

directly on the promotion of agriculture in Newfoundland 
as may be deemed desirable, having due regard to the vary- 
ing conditions and needs of the respective Districts of the 
Colony.

10. The said Company shall have power to sell and dis- 
pose of any surplus electricity which they may produce to 
any corporations or persons for power, light or heating pur- 
poses; and they shall have all the powers of a Company 
formed for the purpose of supplying light, heat and power 
by means of electricity, and they shall have the right to 
erect poles and wires in and through the streets of the said 
town and the said islands, and in and through the streets of

11. The directors shall have full power to make all bye- 
laws for the management of the Company, the allotment, 
management and disposition of its stock, debentures, bonds, 
property and effects, and of its affairs and business, the mak- 
ing and collection of calls on its stock, the forfeiture thereof 
for non-payment, the entering into agreements and contracts 
with any corporation, municipality or person, the declaration 
and payment of dividends out of the profits of the Company,
